A CORNER IN ELK TEETH. 


Loselcamp Has Over 8O.OOO of Tliem locked 


Up In Safety Vaults. 


Mr. John D. Losekamp of Billings,' 


Mou., practically holds the elk tooth 
stock of the entire country, and to his 
already enormous supply he is constant- 
ly aclclirg, the Indians and hunters 
bringing teeth to him from all ovor the 
country. Not every one knows that the 
elk teeth, or rather the tusks, of which 
two only are found in the month of the 
adult elk, have a practical commercial 
value. Tho teeth arc used as jewelry, 
mostly as pendants on watch guards or 
as insignia of the secret society known 
as tho Elks. The value of a tooth ranges 
from 50 cents to $2.50, according to its 
size, color and marking. 


Mr. Losekamp has now over 86,000 


elk teeth deposited in safety vaults. 
Many of the old Indian dresses were 
highly ornamented with elk teeth, some 
of them being fairly covered with the 
teeth. Mr. Losekamp has lived on the 
frontier all his mature life and under- 
stands Indian trading perfectly, yet he 
has sometimes paid over $100 for a sin- 
gle garment thus ornamented, oaring, of 
course, for nothing but the teeth. The 
Indians brill the teeth to fasten thoia on 
their dresses, and this does not injure 
the value of the tooth, but they have a 
much worse habit of sometimes staining 
the teeth a bright red. This dye cannot 
be extracted and depreciates tho value 
of the elk teeth for a white customer. 
The Indiana do not dye the teeth so 
much now since they have learned they, 
can sell them for more in their natural 
state. —Forest and Stream,

This de 
mand, says the Denve-- News, has been 
ridiculed and denounced and mis rep 
resented. The Populist idea is tha 
the Government should issue the cur 
renoy just as the Republicans did dnr 
ing the civil war. Back of this cur 
renoy would be the credit of the nation 
and with the mints again open to the 
free coinage of silver, aa they are to 
gold, the ability of the Government to 
redeem this currency in coin—gold or 
silver ut its own option—would be un 
doubted. 


But if this scheme is " hair brained' 


and " crazy," aud all tbat, it has re 
mained for the alleged advocates o 
sound money to discount it, ten to one 
The Carlisle scheme proposes to in 
flate the currency without limit, anc 
with an issue of paper that rests no 
on the credit of the banks. There 
appears to be no provision for th 
redemption of this currtucy by the 
banks except in case of failure—anc 
no reserve in coin is provided for by 
which a holder of these bank notes can 
change them for com if ho so desire? 
Talk about "wild cat" currency—thi: 
is the flnobi, specimen o" the cieatur< 
ever seen /tnce the foundation of th< 
Government. 


It is, no wonder tbat a bimetallis 


and a financier of President St. Johiv 
standing told the Currency Committe 
of the House that ho wishbd to antago 
nize all of the propositions of th 
bankers who had appeared before i 
and when he informed them that ther 
could be no true reform in the cur 
rency until the country got back again 
to free silver coinage, he uttered the 
moat significant truth that had been 
heard in the committee room. 


The fact to be especially noted no\ 


is that Populists are not in favor o 
this Carlisle scheme because it wil 
give the country a currency that ha 
behind it not a single element of safet; 
—a credit currency based on credii 
and certain to ?-esult in commercia 
disaster smd financial ruin.

The new bonds recently issued by

The 
bonds draw interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent pur annum, and the Government 
realized about $8,500,000 premium on 
the sale. The purchasers now quote 
the bonds at 2 per cent more than they 
paid the Government.

NEW YORK, December 21.—Maximil- 


lian C. Schmittberger, Captain of 
Police, and now in command of the 
tenderloin district, made a confession 
before the Lexow Committee to-day to 
the effect that the entire police system 
of New York, with the exception of 
Superintendent 
Byrues and a few 


others, was rotten to the core; that 
blackmail and bribery, extortion and 
corruption were common crimes in tin 
department and that mercenary meth- 
ods alone actuated his fellow officers. 
His charges implicated Inspectors, 
Police Commissioners and Captains, 
Sergeants and Patrolmen. Without 
question this has been the most im- 
portant day in the history of the Com- 
mittee. Sen mitt berger's confession is 
prolific of not only sensation but of 
evidence which confirms and verifies 
what has been hitherto considered the 
most exaggerated ease of police and 
official corruption. It deals with indi- 
viduals, it shows criminality that has 
prevailed in the Police Department.

The Carlisle Currenry Bill to be With- 


drawn. 


WASHINGTON, De-ember 21. — The Car- 


lisle Currency bill, now before tb.i 
Btause of Representatives, will be with- 
drawn and a substitute presented. This 
decision was reached after a caucuit of 
;he Democratic members of the Bank- 
ng and Currency Committee, quietly 
ield last night, followed by a confer- 
ence between Secretary Carlisle and 
Chairman Springer to-day. The sub- 
stitute has already been drawn and will 
Oe offered by Springer to-morrow, cer- 
bainly before the holiday recess, aa the 
desire of all concerned is to get it be- 
fore the country prior to adjournment. 
ft differs very materially from the 
original Carlisle bill. 


Two very important features appear 


for the first time in the substitute.. The 
original Carlisle bill contemplated that 
all National banks musv, reorganize 
under the new plan. This would have 
required them to surrender their Gov- 
ernment bonds, which now constitute 
the basis of their circulation. The sub- 
stitute does away with this imperative 
change. If the National banks wish to 
continue to hold their United States 
bonds and issue 
they may do so. 


circulation thereon 
It is felt that they 


will soon discover the advantages of 
the new system and therefore adopt it 
voluntarily. 


The other important feature of the 


substitute is that it does away with 
the

liability 
of 
banks 


which guaranteed the notes of all

contemplated that if a National bank 
failed iifl notes should be paid out of 
He assets and the "general safety fund" 
made up by all banks. But if the as- 
sets and safety fund were insufficient 
to pay the notes of the failed bark, 
then the comptroller of the currency 
was to make a pro rata assessment on 
all banks of the country. 


Tne banks said this prospective as- 


ssessDient shouldered on them was an 
unknown risk. In effect it made them 
a supply of insurance on all notes of 
banks in which they had no concern. 
In view of these criticisms the substi- 
tute will do away with the assessment 
plan and the safety fund will be the 
limit of the joint liability of all banks 
for the failure of individual banks. 
They wil), however, be compelled to 
keep this nafety fund by more rigid 
provisions than those proposed in the 
original bill.

CLOUD FOBMATIONS. 


Analogous to the ideas heretofore ad- 


vanced as to world building is the for- 
mation of clouds. Electric currents, 
rom every point of the compass, pour 
nto 
the transient 
low barometer 


larrying with them theii loads of mois- 
iure that has been gathered in far off 
seas. 


There must first be an organic cen- 


ter, an electrosphei e, with its original, 
electric and induced magnetic currents 
ts equator extending horizontally, one 
of its poles pointing upward and the 
other downward, and the whole rota- 


ng on its axis. 
Into such an organic body trans- 


parent moisture is carried by electric 
currents and deposited, thereby form- 
ng the clouds. 


Every part of the storm center is as 


;he whole, as every atom composing 
he earth has an electric and magnetic 
organization, an electrosphere, consti- 
tuted precisely on the same plan as the 
whole earth. 


Clouds float in sections, sometimes 


arge and sometimes quite small, and 
ihese sections are held together by 
iheir electrospheres 


That which is generally called a 


weather disturbance is composed of 
a pair of barometers, a high and a low 
which 
are 
electrically 
connected 


ihrongh their poles and through their 
equators. 


In the low barometers the currents 


along the horizon converge, move in- 
ward toward the center of the low 
along its equator. The currents move 
out of ,the low, upward and downwaid 


way of its poles and connect with 


the poles of its mate, the high barom- 
eter. 


The current movements of the high 


are exactly the reverse of those of the 
ow, the two constituting an electric 
*air. Prom the earth below and the 
atmosphere iibove these currents move 
along the poles of the high barometer 
;oward its center and then outwaid 
;hrough its equator toward the low ba- 
rometer. 


These great centers o)1 
electrical 


actions, one called a high and the other 
a low barometer, constitutes the force 
of cloud formation. They are electri- 
cal and conform to all the laws of elec- 
licity, they are magnetic and each 
constitutes a complete pair of magnets, 
and in their relations to each other 
constitute a pair of complex magnets. 
3ach also constitutes an electrosphere, 
he high being of that kind which dis- 
iolves, disintegrates matter, destroys 
worlds and carries away the debris to 
mild it into other worlds, and the low 
being of that kind in which worlds are 
'owned and matter condensed. 


It is the permanent high barometers 


of the Atlantic, Pacific and Indian 
oceans that evaporate the waters and 
carries them to the semi-annual low ba- 
rometerp that periodically overhang 
,he con inents. 
Each of the three 


weans are divided into two parts, north 
and sortb, and o^er each of these 
mrts is permanently located a high 
>arometer, each covering the whole of 
ts division of the ocean. 


From the north Atlantic high comes 
he moisture that forms the clouds and 
rain for all the countries of North 
America lying east 
of the 
Bocky 


"Vlountains and from the north Pacific 
righ comes the moisture for all west 
of the Rockies. 


Storm centers are very seldom as ex- 


;ensive as the low in which they are 
'ormed. W» see the clouds forming in 
summer 
making a complete storm 


center although only a few miles, even 
not more than one mile in ditfmeter, 
and there may be at the same time 
hundreds of other small storm centers 
n the same low which is always from 
600 to 3,000 miles in diameter. 


The tornado is another instance of 


storm centers and there may be a 
dozen tornadoes at the same time in 
various- parts of the country, but all in 
;he same low. 


These storm centers and other cloud 


formations are not seen in the transient 
nigh barometers. The general cloudy 
weather and general rain or snow often 
occur between the high and low barom- 
eters. In fact, there is where the most 
snow and rain fall occurs and this is 
called, in these bulletins, the storm 
wave. 


The transient low barometers in which 


the clouds are formed pass entirely 
around the earth and consequently 
through both the permanent high and 
permanent low, and'decreasing while in 
the permanent high. 


Starting from the coast of California 


a transient 
low passes eastward 


through 
the periodical low which 


covers the western half of the con-

was no contravention of the order which 
prohibited spectacles and eyeglasses. It 
soon became very popular in the army 
and was alterward adopted. On account 
probably of this origin the single eyo- 
glasa is very generally worn in Europe 
by army officers. 


It is by some thought to give an as- 


pect of determination and ferocity to 
the wearer, whereas eyeglasses lend an 
air of feebleness.—New York World.
